Commissioners’ Report 


I. Sidewalks. 


Expenditures for sidewalks, for the past year, covered: 

1. Repairs on sidewalk at Bass Beach where undermined. 

2. Repair of break made by storm this spring at Bass 
Beach. 

3. Clearing sidewalks in spring. 

4. Construction of boardwalk across marsh by South 
Trestle. We wish to acknowledge the courtesy of Mr. 
Charles L. Bachelder for permission to cross his land. 

The contemplated concrete sidewalk to the Bath Houses has 
been delayed due to difficulty in ascertaining the present 
boundaries of the road and a proper location for the walk. 

II. Dump. 

Permission has been granted the District by Mr. Charles L. 
Bachelder to dump in back of his Service Station, provided 
that any swill dumped there be buried by the person 
dumping the same. 


III. Street Lights. 

The District now maintains eighteen street lights during the 
summer, at points where they seem necessary. Four’ 
lights have been discontinued at the North Trestle, since 
these lighted little but the car track. The question of 
putting the lights on a six months basis is now being 
investigated. 


IV. Parking. 

Thanks to the co-operation of the Chairman of the Board of 
Selectmen of North Hampton, the parking problem is 
now handled as follows: 

“No parking” signs have been put along the waterfront 
from the Fish Houses to Mrs. French’s house, to prevent 
parking in front of any dwelling house or the land on which 
the same stands. 

A section south of the Fish Houses has been left open to the 
public for parking, picnicking, and bathing. Camping is 
prohibited for sanitary reasons.
